I referred last year to Kereth’s building plans in Tel Aviv and Ramat 
Gan. I stressed the fact that Kereth was concentrating on carefully 
planned major housing projects, where it was possible to carry out our 
conception of what good housing should give to the public. I am glad to 
report that substantia! progress has now been made. In Teil Aviv, Kereth, 
on behalf of an associated Company, has practically completed a large 
apartment block, consisting of 42 flats. Plans have been approved for 
three further apartment blocks. In order to cater for the smaller families, 
a considerable nurmber of 1 room and 2 room flats have been included 
in these blocks. This housing project is planned for a total of 400 flats. 
We have adopted the principle of large buildings, which have considerable 
advantages over the usual type of apartment biock in Tel Aviv. This 
larger type of building has enabled us to introduce better planning and 
to provide larger spaces between the buildings where pleasant gardens

In the Ramat Gan area. Kereth has undertaken the development of 
a Garden Suburb on behalf of another associated Company.

This programme amounts to a sum approaching a 
quarter of a million pounds, and is for the provision area of roads 
and water installations on or in connection with the various areas which 
Kereth is developing. The larger part of this Public Works programme 
is nearing compiction, and it is a matter of gratification to us that we 
have been able to provide much needed employment. The reputation of 
Kereth is now firmiy established and our increasing prestige is based 
on our constructive achievements.

We have had to face many problems during the last year and these 
probiems are today greater than ever. We have had extreme difficulty in 
obtaining the necessary building materials, and this has greatly hampered 
our work. Our building operations have suffered frequent delays and 
interruptions. It is not generally realized how seriously this affects the 
cost of building. Delays in the arrival of materials have caused consider- 
abie loss of working time. which is all the more regrettable in view of 
the shortage of building labour of certain categories. The productivity 
of building labour, which is not high, has suffered still further by reason 
of irregular supply of materials. The strain imposed on the executive 
staff of Kereth, as of other Development Companies, has been severe.
